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As  Phoney  As  A  Three  Dollar  Bill!

Most  of  us.  at  one  time  or  another, 
have  heard  the  expression  "That's  as 
phonev  as  a  three  dollar  bill."  Let's  just 
see  how  phony  the  three  dollar  bill 
really  is.  or  was. 

It  might  be  surprising  to  learn  that  at 
one  time  in  our  nation's  history  $3  bills 
not  only  were  widely  used,  but  they 
were  just  as  readily  accepted  as  any 
other  denomination  in  almost  even/ 
part  of  our  country. 

An  interesting  fact  is  that  the  $3  bill 
is  actually  older  than  our  country 
itself.  New  York  and  North  Carolina 
issued  $3  notes  as  colonies  before  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  was 
signed.  So  did  the  Continental  Con¬ 
gress.  which  became  our  first  national 


government.  During  the  Revolution 
the  new  "states"  of  Maryland,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Rhode  Island,  South  Caro¬ 
lina.  and  Virginia  also  issued  the  $3 
notes.  The  Continental  Congress  also 
continued  to  issue  $3  notes. 

From  the  early  1 800's  through  the 
time  of  the  Civil  War.  the  $3  bill 
continued  to  be  popular.  In  30  of  the 
34  states,  as  well  as  the  District  of 
Columbia,  we  find  banks,  railroads 
and  private  companies  of  many  kinds 
issuing  $3  bills  throughout  the  first 
part  of  the  1  800's. 

It  would  appear  that  the  $3  bill 
was  most  popular  in  the  state  of 
Michigan.  In  his  1969  standard  ref¬ 
erence  work.  North  American 
Currency,  Grover  Criswell  lists  24 
varieties  of  $3  bills  issued  by  Michigan

institutions.  Many  more  varieties  have 
since  been  located. 

•  Throughout  this  same  period  some 
institutions  printed  $3  bills  which. for 
various  reasons  were  never  issued. 
But  the  fact  that  they  were  printed  and 
intended  for  circulation  attests  to  their 
acceptance  by  the  public. 

The  three  dollar  bill  was  no  stranger 
to  our  own  great  state  of  T exas.  Of  the 
several  issues  of  currency  of  the  Re¬ 
public  of  Texas  and  the  state  of 
Texas,  four  contained  $3  bills.  The 
four  major  types  contain  eight  known 


varieties,  with  the  possible  existence 
of  others.  County,  municipal  and  pri¬ 
vate  issues  in  Texas  during  the  Civil 
War  had  in  excess  of  a  dozen  $3 
notes. 

The  final  period  of  great  popularity 
for  the  $3  bill  was  the  American  Civil 
War.  In  the  early  1860's,the  $3  note 
remained  popular  on  bothsides  of  the 
Mason- Dixon  Line. 

During  the  war  eight  of  the  Con¬ 
federate  states  issued  $3  bills.  Some 
1 6  major  types  appeared.  These  con¬ 
tained  48  varieties.  Throughout  most

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of  the  south,  private  institutions  also 
issued  $3  bills  during  the  conflict.  To 
the  disappointment  of  many  modern 
collectors,  the  Confederate  govern¬ 
ment  did  not  issue  a  $3  note. 

In  the  north  during  the  war  many 
banks  continued  printing  $3  bills. 
However,  many  of  these  were  not 
issued  officially  due  to  the  emergence 
of  the  National  Bank  System. 

The  standard  currency  system  of 
the  National  Bank  Act  and  the  end  of 
the  Civil  War  combined  to  practically 
doom  the  $3  bill.  After  a  few  feeble 
appearances  in  "carpetbagger"  and 
private  issues  in  the  1 860's  and 
private  issues  in  the  south  and  west  in 
the  1 860's  and  1 870's,  the  $3  bill  all 
but  disappeared  from  the  scene,  it 
was  apparently  at  this  time  that  the 
expression  "as  phony  as  a  three  dollar 
bill"  began.  Except  for  a  brief  showing 
in  some  Depression  Scrip  issues,  the 
$3  bill  has  not  been  seen  in  our 
country  for  about  a  century.  Apparent¬ 
ly  the  $3  note  is  gone  for  good  -  OR  IS 
IT?

An  increasing  number  of  facsimile 
$3  notes  have  been  seen  recently  as 
advertising  items,  especially  in  the 
numismatic  and  real  estate  fields.  The 
Bahamas  government  has  also  issued 
a  beautiful  and  colorful  three  dollar 
note.  Could  this  humble  reappearance 
be  the  start  of  a  revived  interest  in  the 
S3  bill?  Only  time  will  tell!

official  call  is  issued. 

Elective  officers  are  the  president, 
the  1  st  and  2nd  vice  presidents,  sec¬ 
retary,  treasurer  and  district  governors. 
Any  member  in  good  standing  (except 
junior  members)  may  place  a  name  in 
nomination  for  any  office  except  that 
of  district  governor.  A  nomination  for 
district  governor  may  be  made  only  by 
member  chapter  (clubs)  in  good 
standing,  for  the  district  in  which  lo¬ 
cated  and  must  be  for  a  nominee  re¬ 
siding  in  the  district.

Caesar  VIII,  Otho 


Among  the  influential  men  who 
supported  Galba  in  his  revolt  against 
Nero,  was  M.  Saivius  Otho,  It  may  be 
said  without  assumption  that  what 
ever  his  role  in  the  making  of  the  fu¬ 
ture  emperor,  Otho's  hand  held  the 
total  responsibility  for  the  breaking  of 
this  same  man, 

Otho  was  born  April  25,  32  A.D.. 
in  the  city  of  Ferentium,  Latium  (Fe- 
rentino,  Italy),  He  was  the  son  of  a 
senator  whose  only  distinction  was 
the  persisting  rumor  that  he  was  a 
bastard  son  of  Tiberius,  m  His  mother, 
the  nobly-born  Alba  Terentia,  also 
bore  an  older  brother  and  a  sister. 
Otho  was  wild  in  his  youth,  yet.  in 
many  instances, <21  full  of  generosity. 
He  came  into  some  money  at  the 
death  of  his  father  but  reaped  a  wind¬ 
fall  in  his  marriage  to  a  much  older 
woman  who  assisted  him  in  becom¬ 
ing  Nero's  "favorite."  "Nero  and  Otho 
were  birds  of  a  feather"  oi  and  their 
relationship  smacked  of  being  de¬ 
cidedly  unnatural.  Being  Nero's  confi¬ 
dant.  i3i  he  was  involved  in  the  murder 
of  Agrippina  Junior,  Nero's  mother, 
after  she  had  fallen  from  favor  in  the 
year  59,i5i 

At  some  point  in  these  sordid  and 
tangled  years.  Otho  was  asked  by 
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Nero  to  become  the  protector  of 
Poppaea  Sabina,  wife  of  a  Roman 
knight.  Rufus  Crispinus.  whom  Nero 
had  taken  from  her  husband  to  be¬ 
come  his  mistress.  (6)  This  act  was  like 
asking  the  fox  to  guard  the  hen  house. 
The  ensuing  relationship  resulted  in 
marriage  between  Poppaea  and  Otho. 
Nero,  furious  with  his  bosom  friend, 
could  do  no  more,  through  fear  of 
public  scandal,  than  annul  the  mar¬ 
riage  and  banish  him.  in  the  position  of 
governor-general,  to  Lusitania  (Port¬ 
ugal).  Suetonius  states  that  he  ruled 
Lusitania  for  ten  years.  At  this  point, 
history  is  not  quite  clear  as  some  con¬ 
flicting  facts  are  left.  Logically,  it 
would  seem  that  some  differences 
were  patched  up,  at  least  on  the  sur¬ 
face.  for  Otho  to  have  permitted  a  ten 
year  rule,  a  part  in  the  murder  of  Agrip¬ 
pina  and  the  surrender  of  his  wife  to  be 
come  Nero's  bride  in  the  year  62 .  This 
happy  union  lasted  for  three  years  until 
she  died  from  a  kick  in  the  stomach 
administered  by  her  loving  husband. 
Nero,  in  The  only  likeness  of  Poppaea 
rendered  is  found  on  a  tetradrachm 
struck  by  Nero  in  the  city  of  Alex¬ 
anders.  Egypt.

The  coinage  of  this  95  u  it  day  reign 
is  simple.  Only  aurei  and  denarii 
were  struck  from  a  single  mint.  Rome. 
The  standards  as  set  out  in  Nero's 
reform  and  retained  through  Galba's 
short  reign  were  automatically  con¬ 
tinued  by  the  mint  1121  as  no  edict  was 
issued  for  change.  A  fairly  sure  as¬ 
sumption  is  that  little  thought  was 
given  to  the  coinages  since  word  had 
reached  Rome  that  Vitellius  had  been 
proclaimed  emperor  in  Gaul  (Ger¬ 
many  and  France)  and  had  started  his 
march  to  Rome  on  the  second  of 
January.  Cohen  lists  27  types  and 
varieties:  <131 1  2  in  gold  and  1  5  in  sil¬ 
ver.  BMC  lists  25  types  and  varieties; 
nine  in  gold  and  1  6  in  silver.  These 
figures  are  further  modified  by  the  re¬ 
jection  of  an  aureus  and  a  den¬ 
arius  which  were  accepted  by  Cohen 
and  by  the  addition  of  two  more  den¬ 
arii  which  were  not  cataloged  by  him. 
H4i  An  examination  of  RIC  reveals 
only  18  types  and  varieties. seven  in 
gold  and  1 1  in  silver.  >51 

The  great  unanswered  question 
concerning  Otho's  coinage  is  the 
absence  of  the  aes  from  the  mint 
which  produced  his  gold  and  silver. 
The  usual  answer  is  that  Otho  was 
never  recognized  by  the  Senate  This 
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does  not  seem  to  hold  up  in  light  of  the 
statement  of  Tacitus  n6i  that 
Otho  had  received  the  title  Au¬ 
gustus  and  the  Tribunitia  Po- 
testas  as  well.  Another  view  is  that 
the  Senate  acknowledged  him. 
grudgingly,  but  delayed  the  issuance 
of  bronze  coinages.  u7)  This  point  of 
view  is  accepted  by  BMC.  nsi  While 
the  coinage  as  a  whole,  cannot  be 
considered  common,  neither  can  it  be 
regarded  as  rare  as  most  leading 
ancient  dealers  can  supply  a  den¬ 
arius  at  any  time  However,  the 
aurei  are  decidedly  the  rarest  of  the 
Twelve  Caesar's. 

For  the  collector  whose  interest  is 
Roman  bronze,  the  choices  are  two: 
substitute  or  nothing.  To  the  rescue 
comes  Antiochaia  in  Syria  with  three 
different  sizes  of  bronze  coins  ranging 
from  the  sesterius  down  to  the 
quadrans  19:  As  an  added  attrac¬ 
tion,  the  legends  are  in  Latin  rather 
than  in  the  usual  Greek.  There  are  a 
few  cities  which  issued  coins  with 
Greek  legends.  The  most  common  is 
the  billion  tetradrachm  of  Alexand¬ 
er^,  Egypt,  while  much  less  frequently 
seen  are  the  bronzes  which  seem  to 
follow  the  issues  of  Antiochaia:  at 
least  in  physical  size,  if  not  in  any 
purchasing  power.  Antiochaia  also 
issued  silver  tetradrachmai  but.  unlike 
the  bronzes,  they  bore  Greek  legends. 
Two  of  the  last  cities  which  shall  be 
listed  here  are  Clazomenae  in  Ionia 
and  Macedonia  of  which  are  known  a 
small  bronze  and  medium  bronze.120) 
respectively. 

At  this  point,  not  yet  have  four

Released  Through  Moscow 

1980  Olympic  Coin 

Program  By  Jack  Pinyan 

The  roots  of  the  Moscow  1980 
Olympic  commemorative  coins  lie 
deep  in  the  rich  history  of  a  develop¬ 
ing  Russia.  Although  some  historians 
disagree  Soviet  numismatists  be¬ 
lieve  the  early  Russian  monetary  sys¬ 
tem  to  have  been  the  most  advanced 
of  its  time:  They  also  credit  Russia  with 
introducing  the  decimal  system  of  ac¬ 
counting  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Russia's  first  attempt  at  national 
coinage  began  in  Kiev  during  the  late 
10th  and  1 1th  centuries.  The  coins, 
both  gold  and  silver,  were  minted 
from  foreign  metals  and  coins  ac¬ 
cumulated  by  Russian  princes. 

The  gold  coin,  which  appeared  first 
but  disappeared  by  the  1 1  th  century, 
was  called  a  "Zlatnik."  The  silver  coin 
was  called  a  "Srebremk."  Jesus  Christ 
appeared  on  the  obverse  of  both 
coins.  (This  coinage  was  begun  by 
Vladimar  I  shortly  after  Russia  adopted 
Christianity  as  a  state  religion  in  988.) 
On  the  reverse  was  the  image  of  a 
prince  with  a  family  symbol  above  his 
shoulder. 

The  coins  carried  the  legends.  Vlad¬ 
imar  and  this  is  his  gold,''  and  Vlad¬ 
imar  and  this  is  his  silver." 

During  this  same  period,  numer¬ 
ous  other  coins  appeared,  most  nota¬ 
bly  a  few  coins  by  Prince  Oleg- 
Michael  from  Tmutarakan  in  1078 
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and  by  Vladimir's  son  Prince  Jaroslav. 
Prince  Jaroslav's  coins,  now  called 
"Jaroslav's  Silver,"  are  considered  to 
be  a  monetary  phenomen  because  of 
their  fine  design  and  quality. 

THE  COINLESS  PERIOD 

Between  the  1 2th  and  1 5th  cen¬ 
turies.  Russia  was  in  a  coinless  period. 
Western  European  money  economy 
and  money  export  systems  were 
changing,  and  valuable  metals  were 
being  held  within  national  borders  (as 
opposed  to  circulating  freely  before). 
Numerous  military  and  political  dis¬ 
ruptions.  culminating  in  the  Tartar- 
Mongol  invasion  of  the  mid-1 3th  cen¬ 
tury.  further  hampered  trade  and  the 
influx  of  silver. 

Instead  of  coins,  the  mints  at  Kiev 
and  Norvgorod.  a  city  untouched  by 
warfare,  began  molding  ingots  of  sil¬ 
ver  as  forms  of  monetary  exchange. 
Norvgorod,  by  this  time,  was  Russia's 
most  important  source  of  imported 
silver  since  the  city  remained  active  in 
trade  throughout  the  disruptions. 

These  ingots,  called  "Grivna-in- 
gots."  were  first  made  in  Kiev  during 
the  11th  and  13th  centuries.  They 
were  in  the  shape  of  a  hexagonal  sil¬ 
ver  bar  with  a  weight  of  1 60  grams. 

During  the  1  3th  century,  the  mints 
in  Novgorod  produced  the  "Novgo¬ 
rod  Grivna''  weighing  200  grams  The 
Novgorod  Grivna  was  straighter  and 
longer  than  its  Kievian  counterpart  and 
remained  in  circulation  until  the  15th

century. 

LEATHER  MONEY 

Until  relatively  recently,  this  coin¬ 
less  period  was  also  a  controversial 
one. 

For  years,  historians  claimed  that 
leather  hides  were  the  dominant  cur¬ 
rency  of  the  time.  The  theory  gains 
support  because,  from  the  11th  to 
1 4th  centuries,  the  grivna  represented 
such  a  large  amount  of  money.  But. 
coins  of  various  denominations  and 
nationalities  could  be  exchanged  for  a 
grivna.  although  most  small  trans¬ 
actions  were  in  fact,  carried  out  with 
animal  hides  as  payment. 


FEUDAL  COINAGE 

By  the  second  half  of  the  1 4th 
century,  coinage  resumed  almost  sim¬ 
ultaneously  in  central  and  eastern 
Russia  in  Moscow,  Suxdal-Nizhny 
Novgorod.  Ryazan  and  Tyer.  The  new 
coinages,  which  were  controlled  by 
junior  princes  from  feudal  domains, 
were  in  response  to  improved  com¬ 
modity-manufacturing  and  trade  re¬ 
lations. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  by 
1510.  Russia's  lands  were  united 
around  Moscow.  The  revival  of  other 
coins  after  three  and  a  half  centuries 
coincides  with  the  disintegration  of 
Russia's  feudal  system.  Additionally, 
in  contrast  with  Western  Europe.  Rus¬ 
sian  coins  were  never  the  domain  of

It  was  also  during  the  1 4th  century 
that  the  rouble  made  its  first  appear¬ 
ance  as  a  form  of  monetary  account¬ 
ing.  Bv  the  1 5th  century,  the  rouble 
and  the  grivna  became  one  and  the 
same. 

THE  ROUBLE 

Because  the  word  rouble  means  "to 
cut,"  some  historians  believed  the 
rouble,  as  a  monetary  account,  equal¬ 
ed  one-half  grivna.  A  smaller  section, 
or  one-quarter  grivna.  was  called  a 
"Poltina."  In  fact,  in  Moscow,  the  first 
rouble  was  actually  one-half  of  a 
Novgorod  Grivna.  With  the  exception 
of  Moscow,  however,  historians  gen¬ 
erally  agree  the  grivna  and  rouble  be¬ 
came  interchangeable  terms. 

Although  some  small  copper  coins. 


called  "puls"  were  minted  and  put  into 
circulation  at  this  time,  the  main  coin 
was  made  of  silver  and  called  a- 
Denga."  (By  the  16th  century,  all 
Russian  coins  were  made  of  silver.) 
Smaller  silver  denominations  called 
"Chetveretzas"  and  worth  one  quarter 
denga  were  also  made,  but  the  denga 
was  practically  the  only  denomination 
available. 

The  denga.  a  feudal  coin  intended 
for  local  use. was  based  on  a  rouble's 
weight. 

Moscow's  first  denga  carried  the 
image  of  Dimitri  Donsko  on  the  ob¬ 
verse  and  a  Tartar  legend  on  the  re¬ 
verse  although  most  later  issues  car¬ 
ried  Russian  legends.  Those  dengas 
with  Tartar  legends  were  created  to 
facilitate  trade  with  the  East  and

FIRST  GOLD 

The  1  5th  century  brought  the  first 
Russian  gold  ducat  or  "Ugorsky''  — 
the  gold  "Ugorsky"  of  Ivan  III. 

The  Russian  Ugorsky  was  basically 
a  copy  of  the  Hungarian  Ugorsky 
(Ugorsky.  Caesar  and  Venetian  are  all 
names  for  gold  ducats  of  3.5  gms.) 
and  included  the  Hungarian  State 
Symbol  with  markings  identifying  Ivan 
III  and  his  son. 

This  Ugorsky  was  also  a  political 
declaration,  marking  the  unification  of 
Russian  lands. 

Although  most  Russian  gold  coins 
were  used  as  rewards  and  decora¬ 
tions  for  military  valor,  historians  be¬ 
lieve  the  first  Ugorsky  was  used  as  a 
form  of  currency  by  Russian  envoys 
visiting  nations  with  regular  gold  coin¬ 
age. 

THE  "KOPECK" 

In  1 534.  the  monetary  systems  of 
Novgorod  and  Moscow  were  formally 
combined.  This  resulted  in  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  Russia's  first  standard  coin¬ 
age.  the  silver  "kopeck”  (also  known 
as  a  "Novgordka”  until  Peter  I.) 

The  kopeck  got  its  name  from  the 


Russian  word,  "kopie."  which  means 
spear.  On  previous  dengas  and  the 
then  current  kopecks,  a  horseman 
armed  with  a  spear  appeared  on  one 
of  its  sides. 

The  kopeck,  which  weighed  68 
gms.,  was  worth  two  dengas  and  re¬ 
placed  the  denga  as  the  major  denom¬ 
ination. 

Numerous  smaller  denominations 
joined  the  kopeck.  These  included  the 
"Poludenga"  and  "Chetveretsa."  but 
the  kopeck  dominated  the  currency.  It 
also  formed  the  basis  of  the  decimal 
monetary  system  that  was  to  come 
about  in  later  years.

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So  You  Are  Being  Audited  by  the  IRS!

An  item  in  the  August,  1  978  TNA 
News  noted  a  six  month  jail  sen¬ 
tence  for  Dr.  Douglas  Brodie  who 
failed  to  pay  his  taxes.  You  as  an  in¬ 
vestor.  collector  or  dealer  may  be 
audited  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Ser¬ 
vice  sometime  during  your  career. 
Thus,  the  purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
review  a  few  things  about  our  tax  sys¬ 
tem. 

An  employer  must  give  each  em¬ 
ployee  two  copies  of  Form  W-2  by 
Jan.  31.  of  each  calendar  year.  As 
soon  as  an  employee  receives  these 
forms., he  should  gather  all  pertinent 
information  with  respect  to  his  coin 


activities  and  prepare  his  tax  return  or 
have  someone  prepare  it  as  soon  as 
possible.  Why  the  rush?  First,  this 
allows  a  taxpayer  more  time  to  obtain 
any  information  that  may  be  missing. 
Second,  and  more  important,  a  tax¬ 
payer  may  have  a  refund  due.  In  such  a 
case  he  should  mail  his  tax  return  im¬ 
mediately.  avoid  the  rush,  and  re¬ 
ceive  his  refund  earlier.  Keep  in  mind 
that  a  refund  received  today  is  worth 
more  than  a  refund  received  three  or 
four  months  from  now.  If  the  taxpay¬ 
er  owes  more  money,  he  will  prob¬ 
ably  want  to  delay  mailing  his  return 
until  April 

AUDIT  OF  YOUR  RETURN 

Once  a  taxpayer  submits  his  tax  re¬ 
turn  to  the  I.R.S..  it  goes  through  the

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I  R  S.'s  computer  where  it  is  checked 
ter  mathematic.il  accuracy  and  com¬ 
pleteness.  The  computer  also  checks 
to  see  whether  vour  deductions,  in¬ 
terest.  and  dividend  income,  capital 
gains  and  other  items  fall  within 
normal  ranges.  A  Discriminant  Func¬ 
tion  System  (DIF)  picks  certain  tax  re¬ 
turns  which  have  the  qreatest  likeli¬ 
hood  of  error,  cheating,  and  potential 
tax  deficiency.  There  is  always  a 
chance  that  the  return  will  be  audited. 
In  fact,  about  2%  of  all  tax  returns  are 
audited.  The  more  complicated  a  re¬ 
turn  and  the  higher  the  taxable  in¬ 
come.  the  greater  the  chance  of  an 
audit. 

The  audit  procedure  starts  when  a 
taxpayer  gets  a  letter  from  the  I.R.S. 
informing  him  that  his  return  is  to  be 
examined  and  specifying  whether  the 
examination  is  an  office  or  field  audit. 
There  are  basically  two  types  of  office 
audits  —  a  correspondence  audit  and 
an  office  interview  audit.  A  corres¬ 
pondence  audit  is  carried  on  by  mail 
between  the  taxpayer  and  the  Reve¬ 
nue  Agent.  It  is  most  often  limited  to 
the  verification  of  minor  items:  where¬ 
as  in  an  office  interview  audit  the 
taxpayer  is  asked  to  bring  his  sup¬ 
porting  records  to  an  I.R.S.  office 
where  he  is  interviewed  by  revenue 
agent.  A  field  audit  is  used  for  busi¬ 
ness  returns  and  complex  individual 
returns.  Here  the  Agent  comes  to  the 
business  premise  to  conduct  the 
audit. 

Two  comments  are  helpful.  First, 
never  send  or  give  original  records  to 
an  Agent  or  to  the  I,  R  S  Make  copies

An  apartment  dweller  in  Tucson, 
Ariz.  thought  he  had  struck  it  rich 
when  his  mongrel  dog  began 
coming  home  with  mouthfuls  of 
money.

suspects  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  tax¬ 
payer.  Ask  for  identification,  and  if  a 
Special  Agent  is  involved,  obtain  a 
lawyer  immediately.  Also,  if  you 
hear  of  an  Agent  checking  with  your 
bank  or  stock  broker  or  asking  your 
neighbors  questions  about  you.  get  a 
lawyer  and  get  any  of  your  records 
from  your  accountant  or  any  other 
nonlawyer  tax  advisor

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LOWEST  ISLE  OF  MAN 
MINTAGE  DISCOVERED 


Discover/  of  the  lowest  mintage 
gold  coin  set  ever  produced  in  Isle  of 
Man  history  has  just  been  announced 
by  the  Low-Mintage  Coin  Club  divi¬ 
sion  of  International  Coins  &  Currency. 
Inc.  (ICC).  Montpelier.  Vt. 

Only  306  complete  sets  of  the 
1975  dated  uncirculated  gold  issues 
were  struck.  Termed  the  "forgotten 
gold  from  the  Isle  of  Man"  in  the  Club's 
latest  member  Report,  existence  of 
the  coins  had  never  been  verified  prior 
to  ICC's  discovery  of  them.  Hence, 
there  is  no  mintage  listing  for  the  coins 
even  in  the  new  1979  edition  of 
Krause's  Standard  Catalog  of 
World  Coins. 

ICC  President  DR.  Stephen  F. 
Hochschild.  and  general  manager 
Douglas  S.  Schneable.  discovered  the 
set's  existence  while  visiting  Europe 
on  a  low-mintage  coin  search  earlier 
this  year. 

After  negotiations  with  the  Pobjoy 
Mint,  official  minters  for  the  Isle  of 
Man.  ICC  was  approved  as  distribu¬ 
tors  of  the  sets  by  the  Isle  of  Man 
government.  Club  members  have 
been  offered  a  world-first  opportunity 
to  acquire  the  coins. 

The  set  consists  of  22  Karat  gold  5. 
2.  1  (Sovereign)  and  'h  pound  (half- 
Sovereign)  coins.  Of  the  four  coins, 
three  are  individually  lowest-ever 
mintages  for  their  respective  denomi- 
ations  These  are  the  5  pound  -  306. 
the  2  pound  -  456  and  the  1  pound  - 


956.  In  addition,  the  5  pound  quali¬ 
fies  as  the  lowest  mintage  coin  of  any 
denomination  ever  struck  in  Isle  of 
Man  history.  1.956  half  Sovereigns 
were  struck. 

Production  of  the  gold  Manx  series, 
to  which  the  newly-discovered  set

low  mintage  gold 

belongs,  began  in  1965.  Since  then, 
gold  coin  sets  have  been  regularly 
produced  for  Man  by  the  Pobjoy  mint. 

In  1975.  the  Manx  government 
ordered  its  gold  sets  for  that  year  as 
usual  from  Pobjoy.  Shortly  thereafter, 
the  British  government  imposed  a  ban 
on  the  production  of  gold  coinage  and 
he  previously  authorized  1975  issues 
re  not  struck  until  1977  when  the 
[■on  was  lifted.  Since  Pobjoy  was  also 
occupied  at  the  time  with  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  1977  gold  set  under  a  new 
order  from  the  Manx  government, 
only  306  complete  sets  of  the  1975 
dated  examples  were  produced  the 
lowest  ever  for  Isle  of  Man  coinage. 

Due  to  their  undiscovered  status, 
the  sets  are  not  only  the  rarest  in  Manx 
coinage,  but  are  also  the  '  missing  link ' 
for  collectors  of  the  Manx  senes 
Issue  price  of  the  complete  set  is 
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$1,095.  The  three  smaller  coins  will 
also  be  made  available  individually; 
the  2  pound  for  $295,  the  Sovereign 
for  $1  20  and  the  Half-Sovereign  for 
$79. 

All  coins  feature  a  striking  design  of 
a  Viking  warrior  on  horseback,  ex¬ 
ecuted  by  Leslie  Lindsay,  reminiscent 
of  the  British  sovereign  which  features 
St.  George,  mounted,  slaying  the 
dragon.  The  common  obverse  is 
Arnold  Machin's  portrait  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  II. 

The  Isle  of  Man,  a  popular  tourist 
resort  located  between  Ireland  and 
England,  has  a  numismatic  history 
dating  back  300  years.  Manx  token 
coinage  began  in  1  668  with  regular 
issues  first  appearing  in  1709.  The 
1 8th  and  1 9th  centuries  saw  issues 
similar  in  size  to  British  coins  but  with 
distinctive  Manx  designs. 

The  Island,  under  the  direct  own¬ 
ership  of  the  British  monarch,  issued 
no  coins  of  its  own  for  over  1 00  years 
from  1860  to  1965.  Since  then, 
however,  numerous  gold  coins  and 
crowns  have  been  issued. 

Beginning  in  1 971 .  the  Isle  of  Man 
again  issued  its  own  distinctive  circu¬ 
lating  minor  coinage  on  the  British 
decimal  standard,  to  satisfy  the  needs 
of  local  business  and  demand  by  the 
millions  of  tourists  who  have  visited 
the  Island. 

Unusual  designs  appearing  on 
Manx  coins  include  the  three-legged 
Triskelion."  a  design  believed  copied 
from  Sicilian  coinage.  A  Viking  long 
boat.  Peregrine  Falcon,  horse-drawn 
tram.  Peel  Castle  and  other  designs 
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FIRST  LIBRARY 

The  first  circulating  library  in 
America  was  established  in  1731 
in  Philadelphia  by  Benjamin 
Franklin.  Franklin  succeeded  in 
persuading  50  people  to  contribute 
40  shillings  apiece  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  books. 

Franklin  appears  on  the  U.S. 
half  dollar  minted  from  1948  to 
1963.

University  Of  Texas  Roman  Coin  Colloquim 


Since  the  preliminary  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  Colloquim,  "Coinage  of 
the  Roman  Empire,"  to  be  held  on  the 
Austin  campus  of  the  University  of 
Texas  on  Dec.  3,  4,  and  5.  several 
final  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
program.  The  Colloquim  is  being  or¬ 
ganized  in  conjunction  with  the  first 
public  exhibition  of  the  University  of 
Texas'  S.  M.  Swenson  collection  of 
3,400  Greek,  Roman,  and  Byzantine 
Coins,  and  is  open  to  all  interested 
members  of  the  numismatic  public. 

The  opening  of  the  Colloquim  on 
Sunday  afternoon, Dec.  3,  will  coin¬ 
cide  with  the  opening  of  the  coin 
exhibition  in  the  Michener  Galleries  of 
the  University  Art  Museum.  Following 
the  inaugural  dinner  that  evening. 
Professor  T.  V.  Buttrey  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Michigan  will  deliver  an  address 
on  "Marc  Anthony  and  the  End  of  the 
Republic:  the  Coins  as  Evidence." 

The  three  non-specialist  addresses 
scheduled  for  the  morning  and  early 
afternoon  of  Dec.  4  will  be  given  by 
Robert  A.  G.  Carson,  president  of  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society,  England, 
and  Chief  Keeper  of  the  British 
Museum  Department  of  Coins  and 
Medals,  Dr.  William  E.  Metcalf.  Cura¬ 
tor  of  Roman  and  Byzantine  Coins  and 
Deputy  Chief  Curator,  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Society,  New  York:  and  Dr. 
M.  Gwyn  Morgan,  Professor  of  Clas¬ 
sics  and  History  at  the  University  of 
Texas  at  Austin.  Orson  will  speak  on 
"Roman  Coinage  from  Augustus  to 


Nero,"  Dr.  Metcalf  on  "A  Third-Cen¬ 
tury  A.  D.  Hoard  from  Antioch,"  and 
Dr.  Morgan  on  Roman  Buildings  and 
Roman  Coins."  A  special  session  that 
evening  will  be  devoted  to  a  talk,
